IKE IRISH SITUATION". 

London, Dec. 0. — The fato of Irish Homo 
Rule was in the balance, to day. No one, 
not ever, tho most devoted supporter of 
Parnell, has suggested that Gladstone was 
willing to grunt all the measures of Homo 
Rule that the Liberal party of England, 
which holds tho key to the situation, could 
be induced to extend. No one understands 
the Liberals of England, or tho Tories 
either, better than Gladstone, and he knows 
just how far Englishmen and Scotchmen are 
prepared to go in concessions tc Ireland. 
He knows that to pledge the control of the 
force known us the Irish constabu- 
lary to a Homo Rnl i party would 
alienate a large section if not a majority i f 
his followers. The Irish constubii a y is 
not a police body; it is a military gurisou. 
its members nro armed' and diiledlike 
soldiers, and are superior in c ffiotiveneta to 
the average soldiers. Thoy put down, un- 
aided, the incipient, rebellion of 1848, and 
were equally effective in 1S(>7. To them 
more than the troops the governmmt of 
every party has been accustomed to look 
for the maintenance of its authority. Being 
Irish, they understand the various strate- 
goms which attend on Irish feuds and ven- 
dettas. Parnell has said that he wishes 
Ireland tn he substantially ill the posi 
tion of a stato of the American 
Union, and with the constabulary at 
its beck and cull an Irish government would 
be little less than sovereign. Gladstone, 
therefore, declines to discuss this, but, in 
doing bo, he takes broader grounds and in- 
sists that Parnell shall retire before ho en- 
ters into any discussion »t ail. This practi- 
cally relegates to the Irish people the choice 
between Gladstone and Parnell, and upon 
that choice, to be finally decided at the 
polls, depends the attitude of the British 
Liberal party and the future of Ireland. 
Meantime the government is pushii.g tho 
land purchase bill with all possiblo energy, 
aided by the I'aruellites, aud the bill will, 
in a few days, reach the House of Lords, to 
be followed promptly by a measure of Irish 
local self-government. 

DALI'Dim's RELIEF BILL. 

Balfour is honestly active in providing 
for the relief of the famine stricken dis- 
tricts, and there is no doubt that his 
measures are making a most favorable im- 
pression on the people, who feel the imme- 
diate and appreciate the future benefit of 
such legislation. 

Lord Randolph Churchill took the steam- 
er at Naples to-day for Egypt, and will not 
return to England until January. If any 
idea was entertained of his entry into the 
Cabinet it seems to have been abandoned. 
Under existing circumstances tho Cabinet 
apparently does not consider itself in need 
of new timber of the Churchill variety. 

DR. Horn's GREAT DISCOVERY. 

Dr. Koch's great discovery continues to 
excite as much attention as ever, although 
many patients of the better class have gone 
home disgusted with the accommodation in 
Berlin, and also Sliding that money could 
not procure for them precedence in treat- 
ment. Among the visitors is Luke Carl 
Theodore of Bavaria, who is a successful 
oculist, and came with the Duchess and a 
physician to get some lymph for the medi- 
cal establishment in which he is in teres' el. 
A private letter, received this afternoon, 
from an English practioner now in Berlin, 
who journeyed there with two tubercular 
patients, for the purpose of submitting them 
to Prof. Koch's treatment, gives everything 
but a glowing account of affairs in the tier- [ 
mini capital. He asserts that it is abso- 
lutely impossible to get any of the now fa- 
mous lymph, and that no attempt is made to 
inform foreign physicians of this fact. It 
appears the ai range units ate that 
when a foreign medlcul man makes applica- 
tion for lymph he is told that his name will 
be entered in a ledger and that his request 
will be attended t<i ill its turn. Tne writer 
of tho letter learned on enquiry that he 
would have to wait three months before any 
lymph could be supplied to him. What 
lymph there is, however, is all distributed 
among the German practitioners, with 
whom Berlin is positively swarming at the 
present moment. Every offbrt is made to 
meet their requirements, while the aliens 
find themselves in the unenviable position 
of having t'i wait an indefinite time. 
Apparent |y it is useless for phthisical per- 
sons from England or the United .States to 
visit Berlin unless they are prepared to put 
themselves under the care of soino Gorman 
physician. 

THK riUTSSIAN I'lTKH HODS". 

An ominous protest goes up from the 
Prussian llerr Enluius, or housu of lords, to 
the effect that the law-making of that 
body is being relocated to insignificant posi- 
tions. Its members claim that the govern- 
ment presents all important matters in the 
lower and plchian body, and oilers nothing 
lo their lordships but minor affuirs, almost 
beneath their dignity to consider, mere 
child's play, to keep them amused. This 
shows that even in Prussia, where the posi- 
tion of the nobility has been distinctly pre- 
dominant, the lower and popular legislative 
chamber is becoming the controlling body, 
like the English House of Commons, with 
an upper chamber, occupied in little more 
than registering its decrees. Emperor 
William, who needs nil the support he can 
get for his schemes of social reform, is not 
thought likely to heed the wail of his high- 
born subjects, an lie is at present intent up 
on getting as many supporters as possible in 
the House, which holds the pursestrings. 
The barons complain that the proposed re- 
forms are in a large degree levelled at their 
ancient feu lal privileges and exemptions. 
ONE PATIENT DIES. 

At Innsbruck, u girl seventeen years of 
nro, who hud been injected with the curative 
bmph of Dr. Koch, died lust night iu the 



hospital. Tho injection whs a weak one, 
the lymph having been purposely weakened. 
Paralysis was tho immediate cause of death. 
The young girl was of a strong physique, 
but was powerless to resist the reaction. 
There are in the hospital five other patients 
who were innoculutcd at the same time, all 
of whom are doing well. 

PROVINCIAL NEWS. 



WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Dec. G. — Expert 
cracksmen attempted to break into Winte- 
niute Bros.' safe, this morning, early. They 
drilled a hole in the top of the safo, and 
through the inside casing of the door. On 
cutting through the casing tho drill fell out 
of tho bitt and stopped further progress. An 
explosive was then inserted in the hole and 
fired, with the result that the sufo was 
wrecked, but the bolts held, and the money 
could not be got at. The robbers decamped 
without any booty. They are supposed to 
be the same parties as were lately operating 
in N'anuimo. 

News reached the'eity, to-day, that an 
attempt was made, Inst .Sunday morning, to 
break open the safo of Henderson Bros., at 
Chiltiwhack. The top of the safe was bored 
for some distance, and then the operators 
seemed to have been frightened and loft. 

NANAIHO. 

NaNAIMO, Dec. (i.— A fireman, named 
Craguc, of the steamer Isabel, met with a 
painful accident, this morning, by being 
crushed in the paddle-box. Crague had his 
ribs broken, and was severely bruised 
around the face. He was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

The steamer City of Topeka will sail this 
evening for the North.

ANOPEN RUPTURE 



Sexton Moves to Depose Parnell as 
tho Loader of the 
Irish Party. 



The Latter Refuses to Put the Motion 
and Forty-Five Nationalists 
Leave the Room. 



Archbishop Walsh in a Letter De- 
mands tho Peremptory Re- 
moval of Parnell. 



Crimination and Recrimination— Bit- 
ter Personalities Iudulffed in 
on Loth Sides.

LONDON, Dec. G. — Immediately after 
Parnell had taken the chair, and the jour- 
nal of yesterday's session had been read Mr. 
Redmond, chairman of the special commit- 
tee, Appointed to wait on Mr. Gladstone 
yesterday, stated that the committee had 
discharged the duty which had been en- 
trusted to them. As part of his report, Red- 
mond sent to tho secretary to be read a let- 
ter which had late last night been received 
by the committee from Gladstone. Tho 
reading of the letter was quietly listened to 
until the portion was reached in which 
(Hailstone offers to treat with the now 
leader of tho Irish Nationalist party on the 
same terms of equality and mutual con- 
fidence he had once accorded to Mr. Parnell. 
When this point wns reached by the secre- 
tary the supporters of Sexton and Healy 
cheered and cheered again. Their noisy 
demonstrations were promptly met by the 
ironical cries and satirical jeering of the 
Parnell faction. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
Gladstone letter a stormy debute ensued in 
tho midst of a scene ot such excitement as 
has never been equalled even in the proceed- 
ings of this harassed meeting of angry 
Irishmen. Barry, Sexton and Heuly in 
quick succession took the floor and with 
grim determination and powerful language 
demanded that a division be at once had 
upon the main question, that of the retire- 
ment of Parnell from the leadership of the 
Irish parliamentary party. 

Finally, in the midst of solemn silence, 
Mr. Sexton arose and speaking with calm 
deliberation in a tone indicative ot sup- 
pressed emotion, delivered to Parnell the 
ultimatum of the majority of tho Irish ro- 
presentitives in Parliament. The ultima- 
tum wus to the effect that in the event of 
an affirmative decision of Parnell as to hin 
resignation of the chairmanship being de- 
layed after this p.m., the majority would 
withdraw from the present conference and 
proceed to convene a separate meeting of 
the majority. " This meeting" said Sexton, 
slowly and deliberately facing his colleagues, 
" will depose Charles Stewart Parnell from 
his place as leader of the national party of 
Ireland." 

With the conclusion of the remarks of 
Parnell's irreconcilable foe, and amidst a 
turmoil of excitement and confusion, at 2:45 
the meeting took a recess. 

AFTER RECESS. 

On the reassembling of the conference, at 
the conclusion of the half hour recess, a 
letter from Archbishop Walsh was read, 
which in the strongest terms demanded the 
peremptory removal of Parnell from the 
Irish leadership. A profound impression 
was created upon the conference by the 
reading of this document, which plainly in- 
dicated its adoption by tho archbishop's col- 
leagues of the Irish Catholic hierarchy of a 
policy aggressively hostile lo Parnell's con- 
tinuing in power. 

John O'Connor then moved the passage 
of a resolution, which declared (Hailstone's 
letter in reply to the overture of the special 
committee of the conference to be unsatis- 
factory, and asserting that Ireland requires 
positive and unequivocal assurances from 
the Liberal leader, on behalf of Ilia party, 
regarding the vital questions of Irish con- 
trol of the oonstubulury and the land prob- 
lems. 

The motion was seconded by Kenny in a 
brief but energetic speech. Abraham then 
took the floor and moved, as an amendment 
to O'Connor's motion, a resolution that Par- 
nell should at once vacate tho chairman- 
ship of the Irish Nationalist party. Parnell 
stolidly refused to put the question on 
Abraham's resolution ; thereupon Justin 
McCarthy and -II other members of the 
conference rose from their seats and slowly 
tiled out of the room. 

The majority of the Irish Nationalist 
members of tho House of Commons, in ses- 
sion in the room recontly occupied by the 
Irish conference, unanimously choose Justin 
McCarthy a ohairmun. 

THE NATIONALISTS l'RKrAKlNO A MANIFESTO. 

Parnell's adherents have adopted a reso- 
lution regretting Mr. Gladstone's refusal to 
state Ida views, and have ratified the re- 
election of Parnell as chairman. The ma- 
jority of the Nationalists are preparing a 
manifesto to the Irish people. 

The scenes in the ciiinmittee room of tho 
House of Commons to-day where, the Na- 
tionalists were assembled together, as it 
proved for tho last time, will form one of 
the most stirring chapters of Irish history. 
There were no spectators of the stormy Ses- 
sion of this minute Irish parliament, and its 
disruption, but the stoi ies told by the mem- 
bers after the break-up agree in describing 
the proceedings as most exciting. The 
semblance of good feeling, which bud with 
difficulty been maintained between the con- 
tending factions on previous meetings , 
wus no longer kept, AH realize that a com- 



promise and conciliation wero impossible, 
and ther ; was no further ooncealnv nt of tho 
bitter passions which had all along been 
nmouldering beneath the surface. I'arqell, 
t iough never losing the wonderful oim- 
iniind over himself, which is so marked a 
characteristic of his strength, yot did not 
refrain from launching barbed shafts of 
denunciation and vituperation upon the 
heads of those whom, to uau bis own phrase, 
lie made politically, and who now seized 
upon tho moment of his personal embarrass- 
ment to seek his overthrow for their own 
ad vantage. These accusations were reiter- 
ated by the devout adherents of the tormer 
leader, and wero as vehemently denied and 
resented by the men at whom they 
were aimed, and who averred that 
so far from owing their political 
existence to Parnell, it was their voluntary 
self-effacement in the interest of harmony to 
which he owned his own prominence in tho 
leadership. This Belf-ocscurement, too, 
had been at first, they reminded him, of 
much unresented injustice toward them ca 
his part, lor in the days of his appurent in- 
vincibility he had refused them all credit 
for their patriotic sucrigeca, while tuking to 
himself all credit for the good results of tho 
unanimity which their submission to his 
discipline had made possiblo. 

So the war of crimination and recrimina- 
tion went on, and tho question of policy wus 
forgotten in the hurling to and fro of per- 
sonaiities. 

The climax of the wrangle waa reached 
when Parnell, taunting his opponents with 
what he termed their cowardly surrender to 
a vain glorious and weak-kneed old Eng- 
lishman, cried angrily : " Who is muster 
of Ireland — Gladstone or myself?" 

Instantly Timothy Healy's voice was 
heard above the chorus of ungry protests, 
s'i uting : "You had better ask who is 
m stress of Ireland ?" 

l'he blood surged into Parnell's face as he 
shook his fist threateningly at Heuly, as he 
retorted passionately : "Sir, you are a 
dirty blackguard to insult a lady in the 
presence of Iri li gentlemen."' 

When the majority mai led to withdraw, 
after Parnell had refused as chairman to 
put the question on motion for his retire- 
ment from ^ho leadership, there was a 
tumult. Bitter epithets were exchanged, 
and each fuction warned the other that the 
verdict of the people of Ireland at tho polls 
would overwhelm the truitora with ig- 
nominy. 

It is not to be doubted that Parnell will 
make considerable capital with tho rural 
constituencies by describing the act of the 
McCarthyitcs at the eeasion. The fact thut 
they bolted at the regular meeting will be 
utilized to throw discredit upon their loy- 
alty to the party's organization, though the 
bolt was caused by the violutionof the rules 
in refusing to entertain any motions but 
such as suited hia own interest. 

Gladstone is given great credit for bis 
shrewdness, under difficult circumstances, 
in bringing the dispute back to tho original 
issue of tho Irish leadership, and escaping 
Parnell's trap of a political twist in the ne- 
gotiations. 

MASS MEETINI! IN rilOENIX I 'ARK. 

There will be a great mass meeting in 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, to-morrow, at which 
an expression of tho public feeling in the 
Irish cupitul on the momentous issues of the 
day will bo given. This will be the inaug- 
uration of a series of meetings, which will 
embrace all Ireland, and before which the 
question, which for the past, few days has 
been fought over in room 15 of the Housu of 
Commons among four-score of Irish leaders, 
will be contested on a grander scale before 
the whole Irish race. Both factions are 
confident and determined, and the warfare 
for supremacy will be bitter and relentless. 

THANK <!OD ! HOME RULE IS SAVED ! 

London, Dec. 6. — The majority of the 
Nationalists, under the chairmanship of 
Justin McCarthy, met after the breaking 
up of tho full meeting and unanimously 
adopted the following resolutions: "Re- 
solved, that we, the members of the Irish 
parliamentary party, solemnly renew our 
adhes on to the principles, in the devotion 
to which we have never wavered, that the 
Irish party is always aud must remain inde- 
pendent of all other parties. Resolved, 
that we further declare that wo will never 
entertain any proposal for a settlement of 
the question of home rulo, except such as 
satisfies the aspirations of the party and of 
the Irish people." When this result was 
communicated to Gladstone ho exclaimed : 
" Thank God, home rule is saved ! " 

mr. Gladstone's kepi.v. 

London, Dec. 0. — Mr. Gladstone's letter 
acknowledging the receipt of the two reso- 
lutions adopted by yesterday's Nationalist 
meeting suys: " By tho first resolution tho 
subject of our correspondence is entirely de- 
tached from any connection with tho con- 
versation at Huwurdcn. In the second, 1 
am requested to receive a deputation which, 
besides stating the party's views, ia to re- 
quest my own and my colleagues' intentions 
regarding details of the settlement of the 
land question and control of the Irish con- 
stabulary." Gladstone proceeds to explain 
that his letter to Morley was on the ques- 
tion of the leadership, which is a separate 
matter, having no proper connection with 
Home Rule. He re affirms ids desire to 
uphold the independence of (he Irish 
party, no less than that of tho Liberal 
party, and he approves the sentiment here- 
tofore expressed, that no party or leader 
could secure home rule without the fullest 
support ot the Irish nation. In conclusion 
Gladstone says : " I shall al all suitable 
times prize the privilege of free communica- 
tion with the Irish National party. Finally, 
let me remind you of my declaration that, 
apart from personal confidence, there is but. 
one guarantee that can bo of re d value to 
Ireland. It is that recently pointed out by 
Sir Win. Hurcourt in his letter of Dec. 2nd, 
when ho called attention to the fact that no 
party could accomplish home rule without 
tho cordial concurrence of the Irish nation. 

London. Dec. li.— At the opening meet- 
ing of the Irish Parliamentary party, to- 
day, Parnell stilted that the members had 
assembled for tho purpose of receiving tho 
report of tho delegates, who hud been ap- 
pointed by the party to confer with Glad- 
stone. Kenny proposed that if tho dele- 
gates had agreed on tho matter there would 
in no further suspension of proceedings, and 
loolured be would oppose any further de- 
ay. A resolution was offered that tho 
delegates retire, but it was defeated by a 
vote of ,'{| to 25.

Annual Dinner at The Delmonieo 
Lust Night-Large 
Attendance. 



Ttao Toasts and an Epitome of the 
Ilespimstis Made to Some 
of Them. 



Tho annual dinner of the British Co- 
lumbia Pioneers' Society came off lust 
night at the Delmonieo and was numer- 
ously attended, a number of the most 
prominent pioneers being present. Mr. 
J. B. Lovell occupied the chair, having 
at hia aide His Worship the Mayor. 
President Robertson, of the St. Andrew's 
and Caledonian Sneinty ; Presidont Pow- 
ell, of the St. George's .Society ; Huu. J. 
B. Turner, M.P.P. : Drs. Mit-ie mid 
McN. Jones, Messrs. Beeton, Dunlevy, 
Crimp, Morris, Harris, Loewin, C. E. 
Redfern, John Kurtz, Fiowni, Ku 
sell, Carmichaol, Paitridge, Air- 
man Alex. J. Smith,, (jreonje Fair- 
brother, Robt. Hubbed, Capt. Bucknam, 
E. Motcalf, Cassiar; .J. Thomson, J. .). 
Austin, J. Kenney, of Omenica, A. Gra- 
ham, Skeena : T. Storey C. P. Dun, &o., 
i&C, being among those present around 
the board. 

After the disposal of an excellent din- 
nor - f tho president announced, the un- 
avoidable absence of the Lieut. -Covertio", 
and of U. S. Consul Myers, reading let- 
tors of apology from them. 

Tho president proposed "The-Queen 
and Royal Family," and " The Frenulum 
of tho United States," which were en- 
thusiastically honored. 

Mr. Kurtz, in response to tho las! 
toast, observed that the relations between 
tho two countries we o too close for a 
rupture ever to occur between them. He 
spoke of his experiences hero f r 32 
years, hiB treatment being such as lie 
could never complain of, having ever 
been treated as if ho were a Canadian. 

Mr. Beeton quoted from the Bigulow 
papers : 

" England and America are bound to 
bo fast friends ; for the world prospers by 
their private ends ; it would put the 
world back 20 year3, if they w ere to take 
each other by tho ears." 

Vice-President Flewin aave " Jlis Ex- 
cellency, the Governor-General," which 
was enthusiastically drunk. 

Mr. Kurtz gave tho "Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor," whom he had known for thirty- 
two years, and against whom no one had 
a word to say, and w ho had deservedly 
earned tho respect and affection of the 
people of the Province, which he trusted 
might long keep him. 

Mr. Beeton, in responding to this toast, 
was sure that he had echoed the feelings 
of tho Lieut. -Governor when ho said that 
no ono appreciated the pioneers more 
than ho did. If not present in tho body, 
ho was here in spirit, and were ho here 
would sympathize with all tho objects 
and hopes of the pioneers. Ho would 
feel that ho had been highly honored by 
tho cordial manner in which tho toast had 
been drunk. 

Tho Mayor proposed the "Army, 
Navy und Volunteers." He was glad 
that he belonged to a country tlio army 
and navy of which were so worthy of all 
praise. All who belonged to this country 
had reason to bo proud, not alone of the 
army and navy, but of tho volunteers 
also. Ho referred to the battle of Alma, 
whore he who subsequently becanio Sir 
Colin Campbell so highly distinguished 
himself. Ho spoke also of the battle of 
Inkorman, whoro it was said to have boon 
well known that the British troops had 
to hold the situation alono. British sub- 
jects wero right to bo proud of men who 
woro able to do so much. Having 
spoken of the brilliant charge of Bala- 
clava, he referred to tho opportunities 
which tho people of this city had been 
able to form of the strength 
of tho navy, when they had seon 
tho appointment of tho Warspite, which 
was only a third-class ship. He dwelt 
upon the personal courage of British sol- 
diers and sailors alike, with-respoct to 
tho lattor of which ho spoke of the atti- 
tude of tho men on the grounding of the 
Amphion last summer. Then the raeu 
had acted aa if automatically, affording 
ono of tho grandest exhibitions evei 
made of discipline and coolness. 
Ho gave the volunteers overy oredii 
for the self-denial thoy displayed in tilt 
performance of their duties and was sine 
that tho oomunity would encourage them 
in overy possible way. He detailed the 
circumstances of tho Fenian raids and ol 
Lhe troubles in the Northwest. He. 
therefore, called for a hearty toast to 
" tho Armv, Navy and Volunteers." 

Mr. T. Harmon said ho had joined the 
jiuvy before it hud boon changod, to be- 



come a greater power, a credit am 
honor to t ho nation it belonged to. lie 
said that from what the citizens of Vic- 
toria had seen of the ships of the navy 
which had been at Esquimalt, they might 
readily estima'O what the navy was. 11. 
M.S. Shah had bet n honored by Vic- 
toria when here, and, though not in- 
structed to do so, had, on her way home, 
gone to the Capo and saved England's 
honor at Isandulana. 

Vice President Flewin hero favored tho 
company with a song- 
Mr. Austin proposed " Tho Pro's," 
which was responded to by Mr. Norris, 
of 'I'm: CoLONIsr, and Mr. Bass, of the 
Times. 

Mr. Redfern sang, " Simon the Cel- 
larer." 

Mr. Morris Moss proposed "The Local 
Government and Legislature." Ho was 
proud to see a member of the government 
here this evening -lion. Mr. Turner — 
and of tile legislature — Mr. John Grant, 
M. P. P., and Dr. Milne. Mr. Moss had 
every respect for tho members of the cabi- 
net, and felt sure that they would do 
their utmost to promote the interests of 
the country. 

Hon. ,J. H. Tinner acknowledged the 
sentiment, and thanked the assembly for 
tho reception accorded to it. He felt 
that the toast had no political signifi- 
cance — this society knew no politics, it 
was composed of men of va- 
rious opinions, so that at a 
gathering of tli is kind they did 
not admit politics. There had boon 
occasions when this toast had either been 
omltteu or received with marks of dis- 
approbation. From what ho knew of the 
party in power, iio !?P9 W tll(i y would do 
their utmost to promote tho interests of 
tho country. It might bo permitted him 
to say that the present government wore 
entitlod to sum • measure of credit for 
this. He saw a Letter tone and creator 
prosperi y in the country, and believed 
every member of the House was desirous 
of working in a fair and energetic way to 
promote the prosperity of the province. 
He would turn to another subject, und 
would allude to the pioneers. He 
saw numbers of faces which he had known 
for many years — men who had gone 
through the troubles and trials of this 
province in its early days through good 
and evil repute, to bring it to prosperity. 
Ho found a feeling among the now 
generation — not exactly of contempt, but 
that tho pioneers were old fogies. He 
considered that tho works of the 
pioneers spoke for themselves. They 
had dug deep for the foundatioi sand had 
commenced the superstructure, and the 
work they had done was true and tried — 
fit to have a splendid building erected 
upon it. Tho pioneers should bo looked 
upon with respect and honor. They had 
formed homes out of tho forest and 
had suffered many privations incidental 
to a new country which thoy had brought 
on a a fair way to a condition of pro- 
sperity. Look at their works! One of 
them tho old Cariboo road — that wasquite 
asgreat a feat of work in its day as tho C. 
P. R. for this Province. Look at our 
miners who had built roads, felled forests 
and established tho lisherios, these" were 
tho men who had got this good founda- 
tion laid, and the young generation had 
good material to build upon. He looked 
upon this Bocioty as tending to keep up 
the spirit of tho founders of this Prov- 
ince . 

Mayor Grant said ho had sat ill tho 
Houso for eight years and was likely to 
do so for four years more. It would he 
tho duty of tho Legislature to do their 
utmost to develop the latent resources of 
tho country. Capital was wanted for 
such development, and all should ho 
dono to inducu the importation of capital, 
whose jinvestment would, he was sure, hu 
of tho most profitable character. Hu 
|iaid the highest tribute to Hon. Mr. 
Turner as a private citizen and hh a pub- 
lic man. He was glad to see tho pros- 
perity of tho country bo far; but hu be- 
lieved that it would bo much more pros- 
perous than in tho past. 

Dr. Milne, M.P.P., observed that with 
two strong parties in the Houso there 
must be good legislation. He paid his 
tribute to the pioneers who had devoted 
their time ami energies to tho develop- 
ment of the country. The pioneers wore 
not old fogies ; thoy had not only invest- 
ed their money but put up their last dol- 
lar to help their friends. 

The Chairman gave several instances 
of the enterprise which had been display- 
ad by the pioneers in tho past, wdio had 
caused steamboats to bo packed up into 
the interior on tho backs of Indians. 

Mr. Graham gave some of his experi- 
ences of travel in the past, idso giving a 
recitation. 

Mr. Adderley sang in admirable style, 
" The Ship that, Carries me Homo ! " and 
in response to an encore gave a humorous 
song.

BETTING MEN SHOULD R1SAJ). 

\ Lltt'o Explanation of the haw Which 3I.iv 
Strike Hume as a Trllle Peculiar. 

A decision of considerable interest to 
"sporting men" — so-called— was that given 
by Mr, Justice Walkoni, in Chambers, yes- 
terday, in the case of fSoeley v. Brown, 
which applied also in tho cases of Fullerton 
v. Brown, and McDonnell v. Brown. The 
facts may be briefly outlined thus : The de- 
fendant is the proprietor of tho Adelphi sa- 
loon, corner of Yates and Government 
streets, and had placed in his hands a con- 
siderable amount of McLean money seeking 
investment in connection with tho West- 
minster mini's recent race with H. Mnckay, 
in this city. Seeley " covered " or "took 
up " $60 of this money, Fullerton SIC, and 
McDonnell $A'if>, Mr. Brown, of course, act- 
ing as stake-holder. Immediately after the 
race, which was given to McLean, 
the three rushed to the Adelphi, and 
demanded that the amount of their bet 
be paid back to them, claiming that the 
rucc was "fixed." This request Mr. Brown 
refused to comply with, unless by an order 
of the Supreme Court. The matter then 
passed into court, and the stakeholder was 
compelled to pay over the money, and costs 
of the action in addition. It was set forth 
tliut betting is not a bona fide transaction ; 
it is nominally illegal, although no penalty 
is attached. If a bet be made and the money 
posted, and if either party demand the re- 
turn of his money while it is still in the 
hands of the stakeholder, his request must 
be obeyed. If the money has been paid to 
the winner of the bet it cannot be followed 
The merits of the three cases did not call 
for investigation.

PARA' ELL'S 1'USITWN. 

Parnell is making a desperate fight for 
the retention of tho leadership of the 
Irish Party. Hois evidently bound not 
to givo up his position as long as he sees 
* chance of retaining it. His success, so 
for, considoiinj tho odtla against > 8 
surprising. Ho has managed to divert 
the attention of the Irish, at any rate, 
from tho offence which makes him ob- 
noxious to English Liberals, to tho Catho- 
lic clorgy, and to a large number of Home 
RuleH, beth in Ireland and America., 
and to set them discussing matters which 
aro merely political. If he can change 
the question in dispute between him and 
his opponents from ono of morals to Olio 
of politics, ha will have dono much to- 
wards gaining a victory. But this it 
is beyond hia power to do. Mr. 
C'.ladstono will not, and cannot, overlook 
Parnell'a offence, and the Catholic clergy 
on both sides of tho Atlantic arc deter- 
mined not to lose sight of the moral aspect 
of tho question, or to do or to say any- 
thing which will load tho people of Croat 
Britain and Ireland to believe that in 
their estimation his flagrant breach of tho 
seventh commandment is not fatal to 
thoir recognit on of him as the leader of 
tho Homo Rule Party. Behind Mr. 
Oladstono and the Clergy, both Protes- 
tant and Catholic, in Croat Britain and 
Ireland is an immense mass of voters, 
more or leBS, inclined to favor the cause 
of Homo Rule, who have sorrowfully, 
hut resolutely, determined, to repudiate 
Mr. Parnell. Against these powerful | 
opponents it is vain for Mr. Paruell to 
contend. They aro not noisy. They 
will not say much on tho platform or 
through the press, but. thoir influence 
will bo soon felt to bo irresistible by th ) 
remnant of the Parnollito Party. 

Conferences with Mr. Gladstone about 
tho control of tho Irish police force and 
tha management of tho land question un- 
der Homo Rulo will not result in making 
Mr. .Parnell firm in his position, because 
they will not reinstate him in the esteem 
and respect of those whoso good opinion 
ho h»s lost. Tho discussion, of t'aeso and 
uther questions may givo the men who 
feel that their political fortunes aro bound 
up with those of Mr. Parnell a pretext to 
appoalto tho Irish people in his favor and 
to confirm many of them in the belief 
that ho is the only man living who can 
carry out tho Homo Rule agitation to a 
successful issue. But those effects, at 
most, can only divide tho Irish party in 
Ireland. Their effect on tho British Lib- 
orals will bo to alienate thorn from tho 
Home Rulo cause and to lower Mr. Par- 
nell still further in thoir estimation. 

It is not difficult to soo that tho meas- 
ures taken by tho Homo Rulo Leader to 
retain his position havo damaged him very 
materially in tho opinion of tho peoplo of 
Great Britain. Had ho resigned directly 
after tho O'Shea trial they would havo 
condemned undoubtedly, but sorrow and 
sympathy would very greatly mitigate 
tho blow. But the savage way in which 
ho turned on his English co-laborers in 
tho cause of Homo Rule, his treachery in 
revealing confidential communications 
with respect to which ho had been so long 
silent, and his shamolessness generally 
have utterly disgusted tho British public 
and made his reinstatement in their es- 
teem an impossibility. Tho cool way, 
which he ' 1113 Bet lllB 
claim's to tho leadership

THE BRITISH. SITUATION. 

The Salisbury Government is pursuing 
tho even tenor of its way. Its op 
ponents are divided, but it views the 
struggle between tho English Liberals 
and the Irish Home Rulers calmly and 
without any exhibition of unseemly re- 
joicing. It takes advantage of the calm 
to push through Parliament its Irish 
Land Purchase Bill, and tho prospect is 
that it will bo able to do its work during 
the present session without obstruction 
from tho divided Opposition. 

It is said that tho prospects of the Con- 
servatives havo becomo much brighter of 
late, and there is talk of an early appeal 
to the peoplo. A rumor has been raised 
that if the breach becomes wider between 
Mr. Gladstone and the Parnollltes there 
will he a reunion of the Liberal Party 
under a new leader. Even if this does 
take place. Lord Salisbury may 
appeal with confidence to tho country. 
His policy has been successful, and with 
tho Irish question eliminated from ihe 
issues, there is good reason to believe, 
that his Government would be sustained 
by a strong majority. But what is .said 
about a general election is, as yet, 
vague and not very reliable. The Govern- 
ment may conclude that time will work 
in its favor. When tho Irish Land Pur- 
chase Bill becomes law, and when a mea- 
sure is passed which will give the Irish 
peoplo a greater amount of county self- 
government than they now possess, the 
people of England and .Scotland may 
conclude that qui'o enough has been done 
for Ireland, and that the agitati rs who 
ask for more are unreasonably exacting. 
If l he measures for Ireland, which are 
now before Parliament or will shortly bo 
introduced and carried, work well, it will 
be very difficult, indeed, to raise an agi- 
tation in favor of Ireland in any part of 
Great Britain. , 

If tho breach which Parnell has made 
between a section of the Irish party and 
the Gladstonians is not soon healed, it is 
almost certain that Mr. Gladstone will 
retire from tho political arena and the 
Liberals without Gladstone and without 
the Irish members will not make a very 
formidable opposition. But recent events 
havo shown that it is a very risky thing 
to attempt to forecast oven tho imme- 
diate future of a political party, Who 
three months ago, would have ventured 
to foretell that the Liberals would before 
Christmas, have repudiated Parnell and 
that they would in consequence bo weak- 
ened by internal dissension ( It may be 
that before lonj , something quite as 
astonishing and as unexpected may hap- 
pen on tho other side, which will so alter 
the political situation as to disarrange 
tho plans of statesmen and falsify tho 
predictions of the moat sagacious and dis- 
cerning observers. 

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 

The annual report of tho United States 
Secretary of tho Navy shows that the 
American Government aro determined, 
before long, to have a respec.ablo fleet. 
On March 4th, 188!), nine new vessels 
were in various stages of progress, two of 
them being practically out of the con- 
tractors' hands, Three of these were 
small ships, but the rest were of respect- 
able size, the largest being tho Chicago, 
which was '1,500 tons burthen. Four 
more largo war Vessels will be completed 
thia winter. When the present Govern- 
ment came into power, the construction 
of livo others was more or less advanced. 
Tho largest of these, the Maine, was 
launched the other day. She measures 
6,648 tons, and is the largest of tho eigh- 
teen ships that have been mentioned. 
The designs of seven more war vessels 
were then nearly completed, but their 
actual construction had not been under- 
taken. Tho largest of these is tho New 
York, which is an armored cruiser, and ia 
to measure 8,100 tons. All these vessels 
aro well advanced in construction. 

Tho report says that tho Vesuvius, 
which ia armed with dynamite guns, has 
not yot been proved to bo a success, the 
tactical test of tho ship having been de- 
layed by the want of projectiles, which 
tho company havo not been able to sup- 
ply. Great things are expected of this 
ship, or rather, of her guns. Sho is 
small, but her construction is peculiar, as 
well as her armament. 

Tho report shows, incidentally, how 
soon ships of war get out of date. It has 
been found necessary materially to alter 
tho design of four of tho ships which were 
authorized to bo constructed under the 
Cleveland Administration. These are tho 
Amphitrite, the Puritan, tho Monadnoek, 
and tho Terror. Tho report says tho 
Puritan has undergone a radical and 
most important change in tho substitu- 
tion of barbette for roller-base turrets. 
Tho Terror has undergone material altera- 
tions in design and tho other two have 
had ono kind of timet substituted for 
another. 

Tho present Congress has authorized 
tho construction of three sea-going coast- 



line battle ships, and ono protected 
cruiser of 7,400 tons. 

Tho President is by act of Congress 
authorized to hold a naval review in New 
York harbor in April, 1893. At that re- 
view it is expected that the United 
States fleet will consist of : Pour first 
rate armored vessels, live second rate, 
one harbor defence ram. Of unarmored 
vessels there will ho ono first rate cruiser, 
No. 12 ; ten second rate cruisers, nine 
third rate cruisers and gunboats, tho 
dynamite gun vessel Veruvius, which is 
classed fourth rate, and live other ships 
of the same class. Wo see that the three 
coast line battle ships aro not expected 
to bo completed at that date. The fleet 
will, however, ho quite a formidable ono. 

The estimate for tho support of the 
navy for the year ending Juno 30, 1802, 
is §14,860,169. The estimates for con- 
struction for that year amount to $18,- 
471,22!), which is nearly double tho 
amount of tho previous year's estimate. 



EDITOHIA L COMMENT. 

Since Parnell was condemned by tho 
divorce courts, his case has been fre- 
quently compared t.o that if Sir Charles 
Dilko. But there is a striking difference 
in ihe way in which the two men received 
the verdict of tho court and of tho peo- 
ple. Sir Charles Dilko immediately after 
tho trial, retired from public life and has 
refused all oilers to enter it again. His 
conduct sinco, as far as tho world knows, 
has been irreproachable. He is a man of 
great ability, and his prospects of attain- 
ing eminence in the service of the state 
were bright, but ho has made no effort to 
retrieve the position he had lost. It is, 
we need not say, very different with Mr. 
Parnell. He has not shown by word or 
act that ho is conscious of having done 
anything wrong. He resents bitterly the 
judgment that has been pronounced 
against him by his political associates and 
by good men who have no motive in eon- l 
derailing him but their regard for nmr- I 
ality, both public and private, and he is 
lighting determinedly and unscrupu- 
lously to retain tho position that ho is | 
deemed by the better part of the world, 
unworthy to occupy. Wlii.jh of the two 
men has taken the wiser course it is not 
dillieult to decide.

A Philadelphia Journalist Brightly and Tersely 
Writes ills Two Days' Kxnerlence in 
Victoria. 

In September lust, Mr. A. M. Spangler, 
tho "iuc.-,t journalist in Philadelphia, a 
man of lvrge intelligence and strong pow- 
ers (if observation, paid a visit to Victoria 
and other points on tho Pacific coast. 
Mrs. Spangler accompanied her husband, 
and though both were well advanced to- 
ward tho three score and ten, they wore 
as bright and sprigh ly as people amelior- 
ation younger, and appreciated tho beau- 
ties and good things of life with tho zest 
of youth. In a series of letters to tho 
Philadelphia Star,a newsy evening paper, 
Mr. Spangler describes his trip to the 
coast. His lettor from Victoria is tin 
usually interesting, and below is produced 
in its entirety. It is an evidence of the 
impressions received by an intelligent 
American in a short visit to our beautiful 
and busy city, and will bo perused by 
Colonist readers with pleasure and 
profit : 

Wo had now entered tho beautiful 
Straits of Fuca. I am sure 1 have never 
seen— and I am equally suro no one elso 
ever has — a more perfectly placid sheet of 
water than that over which the steamer 
was now speeding its way. There was 
not tho faintest sign of a ripple. In a 
word, it could only bo compared to a 
mighty mirror.in which was reflected with 
almost startling distinctness, tho great 
cloud of black smoke that issued from the 
steamer's stacks and floated lazily directly 
in our wake. Tho only indication that 
tho entire surface was not absolutely un- 
moved was the slight roll, barely percep- 
tible to us, when the sun, which was Hear- 
ing tho western horizon, tipped it with 
gold, rendering the scene si ill more 
charming. Tho skies grow blighter as 
wo drow nearer to Victoria, 
" THH NEWPORT OK THE PACIFIC COAST," 
117 miles from Taconia, and located on 
the most eastern part of Vancouver's Is- 
land, iu British Columbia. Wo had heard 
a great deal of that city, of its sleepy, old 
fashioned ways, etc., and were prepared 
to find a full realization of tho pictures 
that had been drawn of it for us by 
others; hut as the steamer entered tho 
delightful little harbor, and we saw neat 
and substantia! buei::e::s buildings, noted 
tho superb surroundings of tho harbor, 
and the sturdy appearance of tho men as- 
sembled on tho wharf awaiting the boat's 
arrival, there was a feeling of most agree- 
able disappointment, and that feeling 
grew upon us tho more enlarged our 
acquaintance with the so-called venerable 
town became. 

A friend who knew all about Victoria 
advised us that comfortable quarters 
would be found at a house near the wharf 
and thither wo repaired, were welcomed 
by a dapper son of the Green Islo, shown 
up-stairs to a scrupulously neat bed 
chamber, introduced to his matronly wife 
and received a general welcome that was 
exceedingly grateful to us. Wo were 
invited into tho private parlor, were en- 
tertained with facts relating to tho city, 
its many attractions, otc, with some 
really excellent music by one of the sons 
— a bright, intelligent young man; weto 
promised his company and his services on 
a salmon fishing, excursion next morning, 
and then went to the nice, clean bed, 
prepared to fully enjoy the rest wo so 
much needed. 

Morning came, and much to our sur- 
prise our vivacious landlord advised us to 
get on" meals at some of tho neighboring 
restaurants, as he thought his table was 
hardly good enough for us. Wo concluded 
to try his, and did so to our satisfaction, 
being served with a well cooked and well 
served substantial breakfast. Everything 
was bright and clean tn a fault. It is not 
necessary to state that we enjoyed it, and 
did not deem it advisable to look further 
for table accommodations during our stay. 

At nine wo started on our salm n fish- 
ing excursion. My companions were two 
of the sons of tho landlord, one of them a 
stalwart deaf mute. Both insisted upon 
taking the oars, and for fully two hours 
rowvd the boat in search of salmon. Un- 
fortunately, tho iish were not running, 
therefore we got none, but wo had a de- 
lightful row, in the course of which 1 was 
afforded line opportunities for noting the 

EXCEEDING HICTU K KSQUENESS 
of Victoria and its environs. It, has been 
aptly compared to Newport, It. [., not 
only because of irs locati jii on an island, 
and nearness to an immense body, of 
water, hut in other respects, with the ad- 
vantages decidedly in favor of Victoria. 

We were rowed over to where tho Can- 
adian Pacific Railroad is building i 
mouse wharves for the accommodation of 
its proposed great steamship lines. There 
we saw the divers at work laying the 
foundations for the substantial structure. 
Those very obliging young friends in- 
sisted upon paying a visit to a small rocky 
island in tho outer harbor, where, until 
recently, tho Indians brought their dead 
in boxes, allowing tho bodies to decom- 
pose in the open air. Tho owners of tho 
fine residences on tho shores immediately 
ad jacent objected to that method of dis- 
posing of tho departed redskins, and pil- 
ing great quantities of wood over tho re- 
mains, set tiro to it. Tho little island is 
literally covered with little bits of human 
bones, which have been bleached to snowy 
whiteness by firo and exposure to sun- 
shine and storm. It was not a pleasant 
sight, and yot it possessed features of 
much interest. 

Our obliging young host appeared to bo 
determined that we should seo all that 
was worth seeing ill Victoria, and hence 
advised that wo should visit a section of 
the city where many (if the handsomest 
private residences aro. Tho advice was 
accepted, and what wo saw during iho 
ride more than confirmed the agreeable 
impression already made upon us. Al- 
though it was near ihe close of Septem- 
ber, nearly every yard and garden was a 
mass of beautiful flowers. 1 do not re- 
member having ever seen so many and 
such

ducts. I never saw so many or such 
magnificent plums. The "golden egg," 
so named from their color, size and shape 
were so plentiful aa \o bu a di ug and 
were said to bo rotting on tho tree* fur 
want of somebody to eat them. They 
were sold a wholesale for two cents a 
Pound. 1 bought them at retail for live, 
llio pears were equally abundant, and 
noble specimens they were. Apples of 
large size and richest coloring nunc in 
ropes en the branches. In a word, the 
yards and gardens that bordered the 
avenue were splits to behold, such as 1 
had never seen in the same degree of 
plentifulnesa and excellence. Subse- 
quent rides to other parts of the city 
revealed the same delightful features. 

THE I'ttrVATE RK8IDEN0K8 

of Victoria, with a few exceptions, aro 
less notable for elegance than for the 
substantial comfort characteristic of 
Euglisll homes. The city was founded 
by tho Hudson Bay Company, therefore 
tins charming feature is readily accounted 
for. There la about it an air of rostful- 
ness that is literally delightful, espe- 
cially atter having passed through the 
rush and bustle of Seattle and 
laeoma Every thing is done deliber- 
ately. People in Victoria do not hurry 
as we Americans do, bur it must not bo 
interred from that that it is a sleepy 
city, for such it is not. There is about it 
an air of solidity that at once impresses 
the observant, visitor. It is displayed not 
only ill the solid character of tho public 
buildings and in trade structures and 
residences,, but in the orderly, quiet and 
regular manner in which business is 
transacted. If progress in commercial 
directions has not been rapid enough tn 
meet, the go-ahead ideas of , )U r American 
people, it must not bo assumed that pro- 
gress is in t being made. Every day tho 
spirit of the Yankee is being more and 
more completely infixed into the busi- 
ness of Victoria. Yankee capital and en- 
terprise are rinding proti able investment 
there, and that fact, coupled with tho ad- 
ditional one that many of tho Victorians 
are longing for annexation, gives encour- 
agement to tho belief that, a much mora 
progressive future is assured for the Brit- 
ish Columbian capital. It deserves men- 
tion in this connection that Vic oriaiathe 
fifth among all the cities of th • Dominion 
in the am. Mint of iu customs revenues. 

But our visit was not made for the pur- 
pose of familiarising ourselves with the 
commercial interests of Victoria, but to 
onjoy its attractions. Our courteous 
guide conducted us next to 

THE CHINESE QUARTER, 
which occupies quite a conspicuous part 
of the city. Wo saw much to interest, 
not only in the character of the meats, 
vegetables, and thu many mysterious 
things offered for sale in their dingy 
shambles, but in their handsome business 
houses, and more especially in their 
gorgeous joss house, which is elaborately 
fitted up, and to which access w-as oblig- 
ingly permi ted us. The cost of tho fit- 
mgs was many t housand dollars. 

We waro next conducted across a fins 
bridge that spans an arm of tho pretty 
harbor, to the Indian quarters on tha 
other side, and truth and candor compels 
mo to say that anything morn repulsive, 
more indicative of actual squalor, wret- 
chedness and degradation that what we 
saw in ono of thu horrible looking dens 
inhabited by a number of Indians, had 
never been encountered by us. I will 
not attempt even a lice descriptive of the 
sights presented to us; but leave thu 
subject with an expression of wonder 
that the people ot so delightful a city n« 
V ietoria permit such a state of things to 
exist in their midst. The place we visited 
may not have been a fair specimen of In- 
dian life out there— 1 do not think it was 
--but that a single one such exists i.; not 
credit dile to English humanity. \Yo saw 
enough to disgust in that, one visit to 
satisfy our curiosity, therefore looked no 
further. 

THE HUDSON BAY COMPANY 
has one of its great stores in Victoria, 
and r i? well worth a visit. You never 
saw ;i more orderly place. A visitor 
writes of this store: '"The store is not 
run ml captandum valgus. You are sup- 
posed to be here to buy ; not to look 
around in idle curiosity for bargains. 
You cannot purchase a collar button and 
then try on a sealskin sack ; pass through 
the passementerie, and then test a cheese 
as you go out. But you can get anything 
here : groceries, ready-made clothing, 
carpets, mats, oilcloths, dry goods, hats, 
hoots and shoes, rubber suits, farming 
implements, millinery, and kitchen uten- 
sils. You can find whatever the ingenu- 
ity of man has been able to box, bale, 
bottle, barrel, can, preserve or dry. 

"You can buy fresh butter or a seal- 
skin sack, peanuts, confections and mus- 
lins, zephyrs, worsted, anchor chains and 
ship's hawsers, bombazine, white tullu 
and sail cloth, faience, Sevres china and 
sower tiling, watch crystals, main springs 
and bar iron, pocket knives, manicure 
sets and rip and hu/.z saws. In the vaults 
are wines that the villas of the Rhino 
could not match ; brandy that witnessed 
the fall of the Bastilo, and port that lay 
in London Dock when George the Third 
was young. Business begins iu Uritiah 
North America when the stores of this 
company open shutters." 

As a general thing business in the city 
is conducted in true' English style, be- 
ginning late and closing early. You never 
lind Victorians crowding two days into 
one. The markets are well supplied with 
meats, vegetables, lish, clams, oysters, 
fruits, etc. There are scores of good 
restaurants and an abundance of excel- 
lent hotels. Prices are moderate. Our 
bill for two days and two nights' accom- 
modations for t wo was seven dollars. The 
retail stores aro numerous, large and well 
stocked, and prices are not higher than 
here in Philadelphia. The environments 
aro exceedingly attractive. Excellent ma- 
oadamized roads diverge from the city in 
in all directions, leading to many charm- 
ing places, as Beacon IJill Park, Duns- 
nmir Castle, Coldstream, Niagara Canon, 
and conspicuously to 

ESQUIMAU! HABBOR, 

the British naval station, whore we were 
permitted to board and inspect, under the 
guidance of a Specially appointed sub- 
ordinate, overy part of tho Warspite, tho 
flagship of the squadron. lam not aa 
adopt in marina warfare, but from the 
equipment of that splendid vessel 1 
should feel disp sod to regard her as a 
most formidable customer in a naval en- 
gagement. 

, Esquimalt harbor is four miles from 
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Victoria, and is reached by a rather ram- 
shackle atnge, which runs hourly between 
the Lwu puilita. By this time the new 
electric re-ud is completed, and thai 
really beautiful 1 cality can he reached 
iu a much wore agreeable and speedier 
way, 

Three other w ir ships, all of thoai large 
and completely manned and armed, were 
auohored near the Wnrapite, but weir 
nut open to visitors, Nearly every 
t jurist visits Ksquininlt. 

1 visited the sealskin packing establish- 
ment of the Hudson Biy company, and 
would like to tud, in detail, somu facts 
learned there and elsewhere in regard t 
the capture of seals, and the manner in 
which the bUins are taken care of on 
ho rd the sealing vessels and in the 
packing houses, if 1 only had time and 
space. 

When the seal hunter hills a Boal it is 
brought on board the vessel and skinned. 
The Rkin is then spread out and the 
flesh side of it covered with a thick layer 
of salt. The next skin is spread out on 
the to]) of it, beiut; alsi> well s.dtud, the 
flesh side to the flesh side of the already 
salted one. This method of ouring con- 
tinues until a large pile is accumulated, 
when another is begun. When the Bkms 
reach the packing houses they are re- 
sulted, two being placed flesh to flesh, 
and then tightly rolled up and tied with 
■fcrong twine. These tied up skins are 
then placed in casks, which will hold 
about twenty-four of tt.e packages. They 
are tightly rammed in with a heavy 
rammer. The cask is then headed up, 
and in that way the preci us pelts are 
shipped to London, Montreal or other 
placts, where they are tanned, colored, 
etc. 

Tin: SKIN or TUB SEAL, 
as it comes from the back of the animal, 
is very unlike the same article when it 
appears oil the hack of a hands one 
•woman. In its natural state it ia not any 
more attractive than an opossum or dam 
skin. It is only after it has gone through 
the skilled hands of its dresser that it be- 
comes the thing for which so many 
female bosoms yearn. 

The captain of a very successful seal- 
ing vessel gave me many interesting 
paints in regard to seal hunting, but for 
which I have not room. He said the 
hunters, or those who kill the seals, get 
two dollars for each one secured. The 
vessel is entirely under the hunter':', 
direct ion while on a cruise ; the ski .ning 
is done by the crew, the hun era havi' g 
nothing to do with the animal after if is 
killed. The skins were worth at Vic- 
toria, when 1 u i there, $11.50.

San Diego, Cal., Dec. 5. — The British 
ship Brunnell is in harbor, after a voyage 
from Swansea, which has taken since .July 
10th. Yesterday, four of her sailors came 
ashore, got intoxicated, were arrested and 
in the police court were lined !?(> each, and 
the captain applied to for the money to pay 
tho fines. He refused to give it and the 
men went to jail. John Heed, one of the 
men, in his indignation related a story of 
how two of his ship's sailors were inhuman- 
ly left to drown while the vessel was 
rounding the Horn. His statement is as 
follows : " On September !> we experienced 
nasty weather off Cape Horn, and all hands 
were ordered on deck to shorten sail. The 
weather was terribly cold and our 
wet clothes soon became frozen. 
Four of the men were ordered by 
I lie captain to haul down the inner jib and 
mast. Two of them had not been out 
two minutes before they were swept over- 
hoard by the sous. Wo heard them cry, 
and through the blackness of night 1 
caught sight of one, but that was all. We 
reported to the mate that two men were 
overboard, hut his only answer was ' We 
cannot help it now; make tho top sails fast 
and then we will muster and see who is 
missing.' We did so, and (leo. Pressor 
and a German from Bremen, whose name f 
can't recall, were missing. We never made 
a tack nor any other effort to recover them." 
Captain Scott denies the charge that he 
Wantonly abandoned the men. He says 
that owing to the fury of the storm no boat 
could be launched or anything be done to 
save them.

San Francisco, Dec. 5.— Tho steamer 
Ho i tie Gage, Capt. Crocker, has arrived in 
port from Kodiak, Alaska, after a trip of 
nine days, and bronght as cargo 220 barrels 
of salmon. The Gage is tho last vessel to 
leave the canneries at Alaska, and her cargo 
ot salmon is the ldst that will arrive from 
the canneries this season. All I. he canneries 
are closed and all the Chinese and others 
employed in the various establishments are 
now on their way to this city on the hark 
Hope, which may come into the port before 
the end of the week. The Hope left the 
canneries before the Gage, taking along 
with hor some 20,000 cases of salmon and 
about 100 Chinese.

San Francisco, Dec. 5. — The ships 
which arrived this morning presented a 
very battered appearance. All of them 
encountered the full force of the storm and 
some suffered severely. The American 
ship Henry Failing made the trip from Na- 
Ultimo in 1.1 days, while the Blue .Jacket 
look If) days to come from Seattle.
